Su p reme Co u rt To Weig h 
Jap War Crimes T rib u n al 


To the man in the street.iJustice Jackson 's rea­ 
son s for castin g the d ecid in g vote in favor of hearin g 
the appeals of two con d emn ed Japan ese w’ar lead ers 
may seem like legalistic hair-splittin g. But from the 
stan d poin t of law an d of public policy in the broad e.st 
sen se, the Supreme Court has mad e an importan t 
an d wise d ecision . 
The high court will n ot pa^s on the guilt or 
in n ocen ce of the prison ers, who were con victed by an 
in tern ation al tribun al. 
It will d etermin e whether 
it has power to in terven e at all, an d if so, w'hether 
the 11-n ation w^ar crimes tribun al was legally set up. 
Before Mr. Jackson cast his d ecid in g vote the 
court was even ly d ivid ed on these question s. Similarly, 
the appeal of the con d emn ed Nazi war crimin als was 
turn ed d owm by the court in a four-four vote, Mr. 
Jackson n ot votin g because he had served as chief 
U. S. prosecutor at Nuremberg. He Ls in sistin g n ow 
upon a d efin ite rulin g because he believes the d eath 
.sen ten ce .should n ot be lmpo.sed or upheld by an 
even ly-d ivid ed court. Such a d ivision creates d oubt 
In the min d s of man y people about the legality of 
the sen ten ce an d en courages the partisan s of con ­ 
d emn ed men to attack the prin ciple of American 
jurisprud en ce. 
Importan t as it is, the high court’s d ecision d oe.s 
n ot remove the growin g d oubt of man y American 
lawyers an d thoughtful laymen about the equity of 
con d emn in g en emy war lead ers for “con spirin g to 
wage aggressive war.” The Allies have been meetin g 
out pun ishmen t for somethin g that was n ot d efin ed 
a m a crime, in American or in tern ation al law, at the 
time the alleged crime w'as committed . That is in 
violation of the letter an d spirit of the U. S. Con ­ 
stitution . Red uced to plain lan guage, it establishes 
the preced en t of executin g the lead ers of the losin g 
sid e in an y future war. 
Iron ically en ough, the Russian member of the 
Tokyo tribun al* refused to vote for the d eath sen ten ce 
because his coun try’s laws d id n ot provid e for the 
pen alty. (Of course, this d oes n ot remove the su­ 
preme iron y of havin g a represen tative of Soviet 
Russia sit in jud gmen t over an yon e accused of wagin g 
“aggressive w'ar.’’) 
Un til the Supreme Court has ruled on the two 
appeals, the e.xecution s of all seven of the con d emn ed 
Japan ese will be d elayed 
That fact, comin g after 
prolon ged trials—an d just before Pearl Harbor Day 
—may cause some public in d ign ation . But it Ls just 
such d ecision s, mad e for .soun d rea.son s in the face 
of aroused emotion , that uphold the majesty of 
•he law’. 


Some of the successful can d id ates in the recen t 
e.eciion are begin n in g to en tertain the awful thought 
that promisin g was easy compared to d eliverin g. 


B. & O. Acts To Reduce 
Smo ke In Cin cin n ati 


The curren t issue of the Baltimore an d Ohio 
magazin e carries a d ouble-page spread of pictures 
showin g what the compan y is d oin g in further co­ 
operatin g with Cin cin n ati’s smoke abatemen t pro­ 
gram. The accompan yin g article poin ts out that the 
B. & O. has begun to Dieselize its en tire switchin g 
operation s there as an ad d ition al .step toward the 
elimin ation of smoke. 
Five of forty Diesel-electric switchin g locomotives 
to be purchased for this purpose are n ow in service. 
Thirteen are to arrive in Jan uary, n in e in February, 
four in March an d four in May. After that, w’e have 
learn ed , all the B. & O.’s switchin g facilities there 
will be Dieselized . 
That, even to Cumberlan d , Ls gran d n ew’s becau.se 
it raises hopes that a similar program may be in augu­ 
rated here in the n ot too d istan t future to make 
operation s in the heart of the city .smokeIcs.s, a.s 
called for by the city's smoke abatemen t ord in an ce. 
The B. & O. u.sed tx> be on e of the worst smoke 
offen d ers in Cin cin n ati. But is hasn ’t been for some 
years we are told , because it moved swiftly to meet 
the requiremen ts of the city’.s an ti-smoke law. It wa.s 
the fir<t road to use Die.sel locomotive.s, in Ohio’s 
“Queen City” an d . If its pre.sen t program works out, 
i’ w’ill be the flr.st to be almo.st completely Dieselized . 
The u.se of Diesels to pull train s in an d out of 
Cumberlan d , or the ad option of satisfactory smoke- 
abaimg applian ces on steam locomotives, w^ould be 
a d efin ite con tribution to local smoke elimin ation . It 
would go far toward gettin g the results citizen s hope 
for an d would mean that a n ew d ay of clean er air 
over Cumberlan d had d awn ed .

In Pittsburgh, for exam­ 
ple, the usual tests for d ust are al­ 
ways higher w’hen the city Ls en ­ 
veloped by haze, regard less of the 
amoun t of .smoke an d d irt emitted 
by the factories. An op-portun ity to

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Supreme Court To Weigh 
Jap War Crimes Tribunal 


To the man in the street JI Justice Jackson’s rea- 
s ms for casting the deciding vote in favor of hearing 
the appeals of two condemned Japanese war leaders 
may seem like legalistic hair-splitting. But from the 
standpoint of law anti of public policy in the broadest 
sen*, the Supreme Court has made an important 
and wise decision. 
The high court will not pass on the guilt or 
innocence of the prisoners, who were convicted by an 
international tribunal. 
It will determine whether 
it has power to intervene at all, and if so, whether 
the l l -nation war crimes tribunal was legally set up. 
Before Mr. Jackson cast his deciding vote the 
court was evenly divided on these questions. Similarly, 
the appeal of the condemned Nazi war criminals was 
tam ed down by the court in a four-four vote. Mr. 
Jackson not voting because he had served as chief 
U S. prosecutor at Nuremberg. He is insisting now 
upon a definite ruling because he believes the death 
sentence should not be imposed or upheld by an 
evenly-divided court. Such a division creates doubt 
in the minds of many people about the legality of 
the sentence and encourages the partisans of con­ 
demned men to attack the principle of American 
Ju risp ru d en ce. 
Im portant as it is, Hie high courts decision does 
not remove the growing doubt of many American 
lawyers and thoughtful laymen about the equity of 
condemning enemy war leaders for “conspiring to 
wage aggressive war.'* The Allies have been meeting 
out punishment for something that was not defined 
a t a crime, in American or international law-, at the 
time the alleged crime was committed. That is in 
violation of the letter and spirit of the U. S. Con- 
ititutlon. Reduced to plain language, it establishes 
the precedent of executing the leaders of the losing 
side in any future war. 
Ironically enough, the Russian member of the 
Tokyo tribunal refused to vote for the death sentence 
because his country’s laws did not provide for the 
penalty. (Of course, this does not remove the su­ 
preme irony of having a representative of Soviet 
Russia sit In judgment over anyone accused of waging 
“aggressive war."* 
Until the Supreme Court has ruled on the two 
appeals, the executions of all seven of the condemned 
Japanese will be delayed 
That fact, coming after 
prolonged trials—and just before Pearl Harbor Day 
-may cause some public indignation. But it is just 
inch decisions, made for sound reasons in the face 
of aroused emotion, that uphold the majesty of

B. A O. Acts To Reduce 
Smoke In Cincinnati 


The current issue of the Baltimore and Ohio 
magazine carries a double-page spread of pictures 
showing what the company is doing in further co­ 
operating with Cincinnati's smoke abatement pro­ 
gram The accompanying article points out that the 
B. Sc O. has begun to Dieselize its entire switching 
operations there as an additional step toward the 
elimination of smoke. 
Five of forty Diesel-electric switching locomotives 
to be p u reb red for this purpose are now in service. 
Thirteen are to arrive in January, nine In February, 
four in March and four in May. After that, we have 
learned, all the B. Sc O.’s switching facilities there 
will be Diesel ired. 
That, even to Cumberland, is grand news because 
it raises hopes that a similar program may be inaugu­ 
rated here in the not too distant future to make 
operations in the heart of the city smokeless, as 
called for by the city’s smoke abatement ordinance. 
The B. Sc O. used to be one of the worst smoke 
offenders in Cincinnati 
But is hasn’t been for some 
yews, we are told, because it moved swiftly to meet 
the requirements of the city’s anti-smoke law It was 
the first road to use Diesel locomotives, in Ohio’s 
•Quern City’’ and, lf its present program works out, 
it will be the first to be almost completely Dieselized. 
The use of Diesels to pull trains in and out of 
Cumberland, or the adoption of satisfactory smoke- 
abating appliances on steam locomotives, would be 
a definite contribution to local smoke elimination. It 
would go far toward getting the results citizens hope 
for and would mean that a new day of cleaner air 
over Cumberland had dawned.

Experience has shown th at situ­ 
ations like this cannot be changed 
overnight. Millions of dollars would 
lie required to redesign or install 
the necessary equipment in factories 
and larger buildings. 
Railroads, for example, must elec­ 
trify or “Dieselize’* their engines 
which travel within the city limits. 
Government red tape is difficult to 
overcome and any plan Is likely to 
be kicked like a football between the 
departm ents of public works, build­ 
ings, safety, health, fine, and tran s­ 
portation. If laws are passed, the 
utm ost cooperation is needed to 
supervise the plan and enforce the 
rules. Nevertheless, m any commun­ 
ities have found th at the venture, 
though costly, is worth all the time 
and effort.

It is difficult to discuss air pollu­ 
tion and smoke prevention without 
considering 
the 
weather. 
Strong 
winds may blow the dust away; 
furtherm ore, if th e air currents are 
going up there is less dirt than when 
they are coming down. Such factors 
are uncontrollable and depend to a 
great extent upon the location of 
the city. When the earth is warmer 
than the air there is a natural rise 
in 
the 
entire 
atm osphere 
since 
warm air is lighter than cold. This 
is what happens on a clear, bright 
day. On the other hand, if the earth 
ii colder, the atm osphere cannot 
rise and the city is covered by a 
ha which holds the pollution down. 
Tliis phenomenon is called "inver­ 
sion** and. in a city like Los Angeles, 
creates a smog or haze which hugs 
the ground. It is fortunate for the 
inhabitants th at then* do not have 
coal-bum m g 
furnaces 
or 
boilers. 
Tile smoke they have comes from 
Hie plants many miles away, back­ 
yard incinerators, smoking Diesel 
trucks, and switch engines. 
• 
In other regions, the problem is 
different. In Pittsburgh, for exam ­ 
ple. the usual tests for dust are al­ 
ways higher when the city is en­ 
veloped by haze. regardless of the 
am ount of smoke and dirt em itted 
bv the factories. An opportunity to 
prove

was 
provided 
during 
February of 1946 when a general 
strike was called and the mills were 
shut down for a short time. 
Communities bothered the most 
are those burning soft coal and 
those situated in areas where inver­ 
sion is a common occurrence. In 
these circumstances, the thousands 
of home owners also must share in 
the blame. Smoke coming from the 
individual furnace and incinerator 
is not great but when hundreds of 
thousands are smoking, the story 
is different. Automobiles and trucks 
also play a part. There are many 
angles to the problem which must 
be handled on a cooperative basis.
